More British Prisoners Released by 
the Boers. 


The Standard Correspondent thus describes 


| what Buller saw. from the hills over Nooitge- 


dacht: Presently the mist that shrouded the 
hille- and valley lifted, revealing the railway- 
track, on which the released prisoners, in an 
apparently unending stream, were making their 
way towards Waterval-Onder. The Boers were 
obliged to let them go in order to save them- 
selves and their guns from capture. 

Commandant Viljoen, according to the Standard, 
addressed the prisoners before they were released, 
and said he hoped they would soon be friends. 

The Daily Telegraph learns from its corre- 
spondent that the foreigners and Doppers wanted 
to carry the prisoners off to Barberton, but 
Mr. Kruger refused to move unless the soldiers 
were liberated. 


British Host Against Botha. 


Lord Roberts reported from Belfast on 
Saturday last that ‘‘ Buller marched with his 
force to-day from Helvetia, en route to Lyden- 
burg. He is now encamped on the north bank 
of the Crocodile River, the enemy’s rear-guard 
retiring before him without opposition." 

A Standard telegram reports that General Ian 
Hamilton has joined the main army of Lord 
Roberts at Belfast. When complete the main 
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army will consist of four forces, under Sir 
Redvers Buller, Generals French, Hamilton, and 
Pole-Carew, with 6200 mounted men, 18,000 
rifles, 82 field-guns, 20 heavy guns, and 14 pom- 
poms. 

The Transvaal has been divided into districts 
under Generals Paget, Clements, Hart, and 
Methuen, each of whom is responsible for the 
агеа under his charge. 


Colonel Plumer’s Haul. 


Colonel Plumer has had a successful engage- 
ment with Commandant Pretorius, and so (states 
a Reuter telegram) captured 26 prisoners, 90 
Martini rifles, 1000 cattle, and 31 wagons. 

Colonel Plumer has had a second engagement 
with the Boers at Rooi Kop, and captured 100 
rifles, 40,000 rounds of ammunition, and a large 
quantity of supplies. 

Grobler’s Lucky Escape. 


According to Reuter, Baden-Powell, getting 
in between the Boer forces north of Pretoria, 
called upon Grobler to surrender. Grobler went 
into ** B.-P.’s’’ camp, and had а long conversation. 
The Daily News Correspondent states that Com- 
mandant Grobler is reported to have contem- 
plated surrender, but, unfortunately, General 
Baden-Powell was recalled to Pretoria before the 
intention took effect. Hard lines for ‘‘ B.-P.” ! 

General Baden-Powell left Pretoria for Cape 
Town on Saturday. 


Hunter and Ladybrand. 


We learnt through Reuter’s Cape Town Agent 
on Monday that General Hunter was hastening 
to the relief of the garrison at Ladybrand, which 
was surrounded by several Boer commandoes and 
was believed to be hard pressed. 


Annexation of the Transvaal Proclaimed 
by “Bobs.” 


The War Office last Monday issued the follow- 

ing telegram from Lord Roberts— 
© BeLrasr, Suturday, Sept. 1 (9.55 a.m.). 

“Under the provision of Her Majesty’s 
Warrant, dated July 4, 1900, I have this day 
issued at the Army headquarters, Belfast, the 
proclamation announcing that the ‘Transvaal 
wil henceforth form -part of Her Majesty’s 
dominions.”’ 

Mr. Kruger and Mr. Steyn. 


The Standard’s War Correspondent states that 
Mr. Kruger desired to surrender at Machado- 
dorp, owing to the burghers not making a 
sufficiently stubborn stand at Dalmanutha, but 
was persuaded by Mr. Steyn to continue the 
struggle. 

A Reuter telegram from Lorenzo Marques 
gives a report that Mr. Kruger and Mr. Steyn 
were at Nelspruit on Sunday in railway saloon 
carriages coupled to vans covered with large Red 
Cross hoods to prevent the train from being 
fired on. 

Among the Boers found on the road north- 
wards by General Buller, Reuter states, was 
Mr. Kruger's cook. His services are no longer 
needed. ** Bobs” has cooked Kruger's goose.

The two former 
are very easily gown, and, planted in association with nar- 
cissi and other spring flowers, are very charming. Tulips are, 
indeed, rever seen to greater advantage than when grown in

Autumn in the Loft. 
This is a good time both for buying and selling pigeons. | 
The large breeders have usually made up their minds by 
now as to many of the birds they have for disposal, so if | 
any fresh blood is required there is plenty to select from. 
Any of the stoek birds that have produced good young 
ones' should be retained for next year. Sometimes those 
pairs that have not turned out so well as expected should, 
if of valuable pedigree. be given another trial by being 
mated next season in a different manner. Room will have to 
be made for the best of this year's youngsters, and much 
consideration will be necessary before parting with some of 
the older birds to make the required space. Overcrowding is | 
to be avoided at all costs, though it may entail getting rid 
of birds that are parted with reluctantly. 'The novice is 
wont to try to keep too many of his first season's young 
ones, at the risk of causing disease, and. otherwise spoiling 
next year's results. If the stock are of healthy and stout 
pedigree, arrangements should be made for in-breeding 
next season, and for mating birds of tolerably near 
relationship. Damp is the main trouble to be guarded | 
against now. Pigeons can stand plenty of cold, but damp | 
produces all sorts of ailments..

claimed. A high authority, however, is 6f opinion that the 
raspberry plays no part in its composition, and that both 
its parents were an American species of Rubus, instead of 
only опе.
